In any case, the Sultan t. as 
not unmindful of his ohliLral ii:is iiiid 
Gerniany profited lo a c oisidor.ihle v\- 
iPiil. How far (iniuany's relaiiins to 
the other powers of ''jiirope might he 
expected to lie inlluenced by the Kai- 
.ser's fricndsliip for the Sultan — that 
was a proliloiu which lii |ilouiai-y, wc 
may Ik? sure, did not lisiliiiii lu cir.isid- 
er. ^iore than once the Kaiser liiiil 
stood aloof from the rest of Christen- 
dom, and, if the Sultan tliongiit that 
tho nssertinn of liis suzcraiuly in T^gyiil 
w;is n rea.snii.Tlili" inlorence lo draw 
from the Kaiser's attitude in .Morocco, 
it was not surprising. Indeed, the Sul- 
tan miglit have England am', 'ifnniee 
siiiiinionod as witnesses in his f<ivor: for 
it is loo .soon to forgot lliat, wlion jt 
suited Kgypt's now masters to dcpo.se nn 
extravagant Khedive, tliey did not hesi- 
tate to invoke tlie assistance of the 
Sultan as the unquestioued suzcriiin of 
tho Nile Valley roaliu. Such a coiir.so 
c<iii liardly be deemed wise in view of 
the [irnctiral siu'.crainty that l!i-i';iiii 
was even then evidently destined lo ex- 
ercise. But many things Imre cbauged 
since then and, however ready tho 
Moslems of lOgypt and the rulers that 
have uiaile Ihom indepoiideni ;iim1 pios- 
Iierous may bo willing (with otlier 
.\Ioliflrainiednns)'to ncknowle<lgc the Sul- 
tan as Calipli, tliey arc not at all likely 
Id invite a return of the old despotism 
from which tliey hnve lipoii so paiii.''iilly, 
slowly, but surely dciivcrod. And Ihe 
Kaiser knows well how discreditable 
and how futile it would be to suppori, 
such an attciiipt. - . ,

He spent- enormous sums of 
money during his. breeding of tlior- 
oUKhhrcdfi at 'Vralley farm, and despite 
reverses, kept up" hie interests until 
fortune auain smiled on him.

He also 
had to bis oreilit. the. Urichton handi- 
cap, won with I.iiverock, a maro of bin 
own hreediii),'; also tlie Spencei- linndi- 
I'lip, at Saratojia the stune year -ivitll 
Pile Hanie mare.

TRADE PREFERENCES. 

Tariff Changes in South Africa Will 
Mean Muoh to Canada. 

Information has reached Montreal 
that the customs unfon of British South 
Africa is about to grant Canada somo 
substantial preferences in its tariff, 
the consequences of which will prove 
most Important to this "country's for- 
elgn trade. The Elder Dempster 
Steamship Company received a com- 
munication from their South African 
representatives stating that the bill 
covering this revision of tariff Is now 
before the South African parliaments 
and will shortly become law. 

Thi.s preference, which will take in 
al! the Britl.sh colonics, will be made 
In the shape of a reb.ate, and as in

THE ROUTE IS LOCATED. 

How tho Great Northern Railway Is to 
Reach tho Coast. 

The survey of the fJre.qt Xortliorn 
line, hot ween WeiKitciioe iiiKl Orovillo, 
Wash., intended to connect the trans- 
eoulineiilal sysleiii with llio Victoria, 
Vancouver it Kastorn, wiiich President 
.1. .1. Hill is hiiihiing eastward from 
A'aiicouver. will he completed within 
lliirly days, siiys the Uossland Miner. 
lOonstrnction work is expected to begin 
at Wenntchee nnd Oroville within «. 
month or so. Contractors are buildinfc 
the DOst end to the line rapidly nnd will 
bo able to permit the operation of 
trains by tho time construction crews 
can be .sent out in the new Orovillo cx- 
en.sio n. 

The definite lor-ation of (he Victoria, 
Vnneouvor Sc Kiislorn from Liverpool 
up the Krnser river, through the Hope 
inonntains to Priiicelou, nnd thence to 
a jtiiK'tin-e with tin? line luiihiing west- 
ward from Midway, has been deterini.i- 
od. I-'iigineeriiig corps are still in the 
lield, SI ra igliteiiing out minor points. 

W'oi-k on the const rucl inn of this line 
is pxpeeteil to 1)0 ordered williin a few 
week.s. It is prolialile the contracts for 
Ihe ISritisli (J()lui)il)i<i line will bo 
,'iwarded liefore the work is started on 
the road north from AVeimtclicr. Tho 
Ititter sliould he constnielod (irst. hut 
the P.ritisli Columbia roafi is a link in 
llio chain that Hill is liuilding through 
Southern Ciititiila from Vaiicouvor to 
AViiiniiieg. 

The Wonotchee-'Orovillo rond will be 
between a liuiidreil nnd thirty-eight and 
a hundred and forty miles in length. Tlie 
route lias been practically determined. 
When ho wais last on the eon.st Ijoiiis 
Hill went- to Portland to make a run 
over the proposed line, covering a p<irt 
of the distance, in an automobile nnd 
the remainder by. 'boat and -horse. 

For the niost part the Wenntcbce- 
Oroville line follows the Columbia 
river, building on liolli sides of that 
stream. The grades are reported by en- 
gineers on the work lo be muelf bettor 
tliflii were expected, nnd if this view 
i.s sustained by I'rosident Hill early 
construction Avork is expected. The en- 
gineering department expects to let con- 
tracts -'-by "next fall. 



TO AMEND INDIAN ACT. 

Bill Proposed Will Render It Easier to 
Get Release of Reserves. 

In the senate at Ottawa nn Mondtiy 
Inst on a bill to amend the Indian -Act, 
Hon. ^Ir. Scott explained the purpose 
wtis to increase the amount of money 
tho Indian received from the sale of 
reserves. At present when Indian lands 
are sold the Indians nro given ten per 
cent of the proceeds and Hie remainder 
is invested for tlioiii. The now bill 
proposed to give them ,50 per cent tit 
the proceeds. This wns to induce tlie 
Indians to Kurroiider land.'j whicli they 
did not occupy, did not need, nnd wiiieli 
it would 1)0 to tho ndvaaitagc of the 
coiintr.v they sliould sell. 

Reiiatcr M:icdonald of British Colum- 
bia, thought the reason lieliind the bill 
was that soinu persons, possiiily offi- 
cials, wanted to got hold of tlie Indian 
lands. 

.Sir ^Mackenzie Bowoll thought it 
would be well where a tribe sold land 
in one jilace the proceeds Bliould bo 
invested in land elsewliere. 

Senator Talbot understnnd tlial the
